The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the prior 
art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
features/limitations of applicant's sole independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. More specifically, in regard to independent claim 
1, the prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest an 
electrowetting module comprising, inter alia, two fluids in a chamber; wherein "at least one of 
the fluids comprises a compound having at least one^aromatic non-fused residue" (Claim 1, Line 
6-7) and wherein "each of the fluids are liquids" (Claim 1, Line 8); taken together in 
combination with the totality of particular features/limitations recited therein.
